As our correspondent points out, the 
auxiliary verb used in the actual rule is 
may, not must. . He most unfairly 
blames the rules committee for misquo- 

Their means that any 
impediment dung, worm- 
casts, snow and ice must, if removed at 
all be lifted by hand. He makes the 
further mistake of failing to appreciate 
the reasong which prompted the making 
of the rule. 

He takes the “spirit” of the rule to 
be the principle that any loose impedi- 
ment on the putting green may be re- 
moved, and that section 2 was added 
because some loose impediments are, or 
too heavy to be brushed away 
by a club. If he will read the rule 
over again with care and intention, he 
will realize that the object of it is to 
restrict the scraping of the putting green 
to cases when it is absolutely necés- 
sary. 

Scraping can make an impression on 
t.> line of a putt which may make the 
holing of the ball easier, Therefore the 
rules committee very wisely ordained 
that anything which is not unpleasant 
to handle must be left where it is, or 
lifted by hand. A study of the ques- 
tions addressed to the committee by 
persons in perplexity reveals that the 
rules of golf in their present form are 
as satisfactory as any other purely hn- 
man institution.

The mothers learn many a lesson in 


discipline on these grounds. Few of them

One of the things which the children 
enjoy is the picture gallery. They are 
invited to bring to it any picture they 
may particularly like. Then they talk 
about those they have. In this way it 
is hoped to draw them away from the 
so-called comic supplement and arouse in 
them an enjoyment of wholesome art. 
They bring their pictures from news- 
papers, magazines or anything else they 
can get hold of. They’re fond of writing 
letters to the teachers. These are gen- 
erally an avowal of the child’s fondness 
for the teacher and in substance mean 
“IT love you,” or, “You look sé nice.” 

Discipline is not severe, but it is neces- 
sary. The boys mean to be good, but 
they are often unruly and it sometimes 
taxes their teachers’ wits to know how 
to manage them. Mrs. Wells, who is 
at the playground for at least a part 
of nearly every day, tells a story about 
it. One day last summer she asked a 
boy to pick up a piece of paper, for 
they were required to keep the place 
free from papers, banana skins and other 
rubbish. He refused point blank. It was 
the first time anything she said had been 
disregarded and it would not do to let 
him think he had disobeyed her. Quick 
as a flash, “Oh, see me do it playing 
leapfrog,” she said, and suited her action 
to her word. In three minutes they 
were all playing leapfrog and picking up 
papers. The place had never been cleaner 
and the boy never knew he had dis- 
obeyed. 

One of the features of this playground 
is the spray baths. This year they have 
been enlarged so that 40 or 50 persons 
can be accommodated at a time. They 
have just been put into operation and are 
supplied with hot and cold water. Pre- 
vious to this only about a dozen could 
be taken care of at One time. Even 
then they often come in droves, some- 
times 300 in a single day. This was 
especially true on Friday, which precedes 
the Jewish Sabbath. The baths are ex- 
exclusively for women and childrén.

The disposition of the nation was to recline comfortably and, closing 
its eyes and its ears to every disturbing sight and sound, to con- 
template its virtue and give thanks that its people were not- like 
other peoples. The prickings of its conscience, however, suddenly 
and rather rudely aroused it. 

One of the earliest consequences of the awakening was the 
discovery that things were neither as they should be nor as they 
seemed. They were all right only on the surface. On every side 
was short measure, fraudulent representation, adulteration, con- 
scienceless disregard of individual rights and public welfare. Never 
before in all its history had the country been able to see so clearly 
that it was not honest with itself; that it was not dealing fairly or 
squarely with itselt; and never before in all its history did it set 
itself so earnestly about the correction of the wrongs that had been 
revealed to it 

In the carrying out of the campaign that ensued the country 
made use of several instruments, each being assigned by common 
understanding to a particular task. If any mistake was made in 
the method of procedure, it was due to the introduction of too 

1 personality into the retorm movement: but perhaps this, in 
the circumstances, was unavoidable. At all events, personality 
remains a striking factor in the contest down to this very hour. 
One man was 


riven the task of compelling stricter honesty in the 


reparation and sale of foodstuffs. The revelations that resulted 
from investigation bore eloquent testimony to the fact that in this 
particular held of activity not merely reform but revolution of meth- 
ods was imperatively demanded in the public interest. It is not 
tiecessary to follow in detail the progress of the work of correction. 
It is only necessary to point to the tremendous change for the better 
tnat a few vears of energetic and conscientious administration of 
the pure tood laws have wrought. However, this is not the greatest 
achievement ot the crusade. The public has gained immensely in 
a material way trom the enforcement of better methods in the hand- 
ling and sale Of foodstuffs, but its greatest gain is to be found in 
its own changed view of those methods. To form anything like 
an adequate estimate of the moral gain of the nation, as a con- 
sequence of the crusade against dishonesty, whether exemplified by 
manufacturer, distributor, retailer or by a label, one must conceive, 
if/he can, how difficult 1t would be for the American people to 
reconcile themselves to a return of the conditions of five or six 
years ago. 

Wisdom has not marked every step taken by the man assigned 
to the leadership of this campaign. There have been times when 
lis own methods, perhaps, might have been improved. ut the 
lighest testimony that can be offered in his behalf is that he has 
been persistently and relentlessly pursued by violators of the law. 
Whether he has made recently a technical mistake that calls for 
rebuke 1s a matter to be dealt with intelligently and justly by those 
in higher authority. The public’s interest in the case is none the 
less keen because it 1s seemingly removed frdm their immediate 
turisdiction. It recognizes fully the splendid work accomplished 
by Dr. Wiley in its behalf. It is thoroughly appreciative of the 
tact that, great as are the present results of this work, they are 
as nothing compared to those which are likely to accrue to coming 
generations. hey know that the world of business is better, that 
the standard of honesty is higher, that the popular sense of right 
is clearer, because of his labors and his achievements, and they 
will demand now, as the least that can be demanded in his behalf, 
that he shall have the same square deal he has always insisted upon 
obtaining for the people.

the d@partment ot justice would find the investigation otf the alum- 
‘num trust a lighter task than a steel inquiry. 
DEVELOPMENTS of the week having a direct 
hearing upon the business situation were 
mainly encouraging. The more important 
of these included the government crop report, 
the report of the Copper Producers Associa- 
tion and that of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration showing the amount of unfilled 
orders on hand. The crop report was by 
tar the most important of any that has been 
issued by the government so far this year. 
Giving as it did the condition of the grain crops as of July 1, the 
statement did not represent the actual condition of the cereals at 
the time it was issued. Rains have since fallen throughout the sec- 
tions devoted to grain growing which have greatly benefited the 
crops. The government report was in itself satisfactory, although 
considerable deterioration was shown, particularly for hay and oats. 
However, the promise 1s for an abundant vield of wheat and corn, the 
two principal crops. Demands of a growing population are such 
that the country needs not an average harvest but a larger yield each 
year to meet the requirements of consumption. It now looks, with 
the increased acreage that has been planted, as if the total cereal 
production would be somewhat above the ten-year average. 

Encouraged by the prospect of big crops, the railroads have 
started in to inake much-needed rail purchases. Rail mills of the 
country are now busier than they have been in many months. They 
are running almost to capacity, and it 1s said that some of them will 
not be able to make deliveries within the specified time. Crop moving 
will start earlier than usual, as the harvest is from two to three weeks 
ahead of time. All the equipment the granger roads have at com- 
mand doubtless will be pressed into service. The railway companies 
have not been placing orders for new freight cars to any great extent 
and the equipment companies have suffered as a consequence. How- 
ever, it is doubtful if the most of the surplus cars now on hand are 
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ft for service. New equipment orders of considerable size have been 
placed in the Jast tew days. Notwithstanding the general business 
depression that has been experienced, traffic of the western roads 
has been surprisingly good, the tonnage handled representing the 
actual necessities of consumers. Now that the steel mills are more 
active, and with the prospect of a heavy grain movement starting 
soon, the transportation companies of the country are likely to have 
all the business they can conveniently handle. 

The most satisfactory feature of the Copper Producers Associa- 
tion report for last month was the heavy shipments abroad. Total 
stocks on hand were decreased more than 8,000,000 pounds, bringing 


the total supplies down td the lowest level they have been since last 


March. Domestic deliveries fell off about 3,000,000 pounds in June, 
reflecting the slackening in business activity in this country during 
the month. There is still much room for improvement in the copper 
metal situation.

it is not denied, performs its task efficiently. in the great majority 

of cases. It does not always get the sound sleeper out of bed, to 

be sure; but it does all that could be reasonably expected 1n this 

direction. It is the sleepers fault if he goes to sleep again. In 

either case the alarm clock 1s regarded in the light of an enemy. 

No matter how faithful 1 be to its trust, it never has been 

popular. People dishke it when it works; they despise it when it 
doesn t. 

These considerations may seem to be taken too seriously here. 
But they cannot be treated lightly for this reason: If the alarm 
clock, through no shortcoming of its own, 1s generally unpopular, 
will not a phonograph used tor a like purpose have a tendency 
to depopularize popular music? Will not a music-loving people be 
led gradually to abhor music by the introduction of the alarm 
phonograph? Let us be clear. Suppose, for example, that a man 
is awakened every working morning for, say, six months by the 
strains of a vocal or instrumental piece that has been his favorite 
for half a lifetime. Wall he not come eventually and inevitably 
to dislike, even to loathe 1t? Will he not say after a while, as 
he is aroused from a fine sleep by the first or second bar, “Oh, there 
goes that horrible thing again; why was it ever composed?” or 
“Can it be possible 1 ever had the poor taste to whistle that abom- 
inable air?” 

This is where the difficulty lies. And it is impossible to see 
how even the higher compositions can fail to suffer from the innova- 
tion, for it stands to reason that the owners of the phonograph 
alarm clocks will charge some of them with selections from the 
opera and the symphony. ‘The thing for each music-lover to do 
is to be careful. If a hand organ will depopularize a favarite air 
in a few months simply by playing it intermittently and miscellan- 
eously, what can be expected to be the result when an alarm phon- 
ograph plays it right, against one’s ear every working morning in 
the year?

WILLIAM WINTER’s busy and fruitful exper- | 


lence as a dramatic critic is just now being | 
reappraised, and to one reviewing his career 
he looms up larger as a commentator on plays 
and players than as a poet or observant 
traveler. During forty-four years of 
dramatic criticism while on the staff of the 
New York Tribune, Mr. Winter was a con- 
sistent champion of romanticism and ideal- 
ism, and a steady and vitriolic denouncer of 
realism and pruriency. Not scorning to be friends with players 
whom he weighed as a critic, he formed intimate friendships with 
Booth, Irving, Modjeska and lesser ligbts, that, while they doubtless 
prevented that wholly impersonal judgment on acting which is always 
desirable, nevertheless, did give him data for reminiscences of actors 
and of acting that are likely to be read longer than much of his 
formal criticism. 

The reason is not far-to seek. As critic Mr. Winter has been 
admirable within a limited range, chiefly in comment on plays and 
players of Anglo-American origin. For the Scandinavian, German, 
italian and more modern French playwright and player he lacked 
the intellectual sympathy necessary to intelligent understanding, not 
\9 speak of approval. The form that a play must take, the themes 
to which it must be restricted, the view of life it should teach, the 
manners and morals it should set forth, were all definitely fixed 
tor Mr. Winter early in his life. He never departed from them 
Consequently it was never difficult to predict what he would. say 
of a new play by Ibsen or of the acting of Bernhardt. His attitude 
was that of Puritanism, modified enough to sanction the stage, but 
suthciently true to type to find nothing satisfying in the iconoclastic 
and ultra-individualistic teachings of Ibsen*or in the realistic depic 
tion of affairs of sex in latter-day German, French and British 
plays. Deep and narrow rather than broad and tolerant, Anglo 
American rather than cosmopolitan in his convictions and tastes 
Mr. Winter has sturdily championed the superior ethics and art 
of a past generation, and has arrayed himself against tendencies 
that are dominant today. The moral fervor with which he has done 
it, the intellectual ability shown in the fight and his indifference 
to personal consequences have commanded the admiration of, many 
persons who have also deplored the temper he sometimes has shown 
and his disposition to impugn the motives of those who do not see 
eye to eye with him. 

One cannot help contrasting the difference of training and of 
point of view with which Walter Prichard Eaton faces the task of 
(lramatic criticism, he being chosen as a conspicuous illustration of 
achievement among men of a new generation ef young Americans 
who have deliberately fitted themselves for their tasks by a study 
of the history of the stage and by a survey of the contemporary 
world output. In reminiscence Mr. Eaton is as a babe compared 
with Mr. Winter. In ethical ideal he is nowise inferior. But 
in exemption from a tone of infallibility, in willingness to admit 
that good may come out of Nazareth, insunderstanding of the force 
of the popular appeal for a drama that is related to burning issues 
of the dav, Mr. Eaton rather than Mr. Winter typifies the American 
dramatic critic of tomorrow. It is as possible to be an obscurantist 
and a dogmatist in matters of dramatic criticism as it is in the field 
of theology or politics. Unmitigated denunciation of a group of 
authors and players, if continued sufficiently long, creates sympathy 
for them in time. The extremes of Mr. Winter's ire often have 
had this outcome.

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Ir MAY be true that heroes are the outstand- 
ing figures in history, but it 1s nowise derog- 
atory to them to ask: Where would they 
have been without the quiet men that first 
approved their course and then defended it, 
sometimes atthe cost of their quiet fortunes 
and all that they held dear. The hero’s joys 
and sufferings announce themselves cse- 
scendo (we speak now of the formal, 
admitted hero) ; unhappy man, he must play 
his high chant upon nothing smaller than a trombone. He never 
bids the family good-by; our readers are sadly unl. rned in hero 
lore if they think that; no, he tears himself away from his weeping 
babes and rushes to glory, even though the walking be bad. But 
Mr. Brown, the quiet man whose fame shall never be who’s-whoed, 
who reached .a dizzy eminence when he was appointed teller at 
the last town meeting; Mr. Brown just kisses Mrs. Brown and the 
children good-by, rolls his umbrella, the second best, and goes out 
and does his duty like a man, unaccompanied by bards, private sec- 
retaries or admiring friends. Heroes are first rate; they are use- 
ful and they are ornamental, like elephants and cathedrals, but the 
mortar, the bricks, the trowel and the¢plumb of a country are the 
3rowns. The quiet men need the heroes, and the heroes ‘need the 
quiet men, very much, in fact. So much are we impressed»with the 
importance of the quiet men, that we rather fancy thg with a little 
smarter drill, a touch more pipeclay, they might dispense with -the 
heroes. This would not dispense with the hero as a species, but 
would make him more frequent, as the Latm -would have it. It 
would do so because the quiet’men would see that heroship is in 
great part a matter of carriage; if a man carry himself in his own 
eves as able to do great, unselfish things, he is in training to be 
a hero. The quiet men, that did this, would be helped in their think- 
ing, and would see that the hero was not apart but one of them. 
In any case, the quiet men (of course, we mean the quiet men and 
women) have the advantage, because they have less interruption in 
their thinking; what the quiet men think the world thinks. 


Where would the heroes be, in point of achievement in good 
causes, were it not for the quiet man that fills the rank and file? 
Give all credit to the hero, admit his priority of enlightenment, 
revere his courage and fortitude, we can do all this and have enough 
left for Mr. Brown. Rome may decline and fall, governments break 
up and earth may quake, but the quiet man goes on with his daily 
work, and keeps going the homely, vital economy that underlies all 
superficial fabric ef revolution and agitation. Were such not the 
record of history, the western world would have been no better 
than a wilderness of strife. But while arms have been clanking 
and trumpets sounding, while the heroes and their melodramatic 
gangs have been stamping up and down, making everybody hot 
and uncomfortable and raising any quantity of dust, the quiet men 
have gone about their business content to think of others. In this 
absorbing occupation it has sometimes happened that the quiet men 
have produced themselves something very like heroism, only for the 
time being it has had to be registered in the hearts of women and 
little children. 
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
